JUDGMENT , SENTENCE AND COMMITMENT 



The defendant was charged by Criminal Information herein 
with the commission on or about December 23, 1985, of the felony 
crimes of Counts 1 and 2, Criminal Sexual Penetration of a Minor 
and with the commission on or about the four weekends of June , 
1988, of the felony crime of Count 3, Contributing to the 
Delinquency of a Minor. On November 30, 1989, the defendant was 
found guilty by a jury of the crimes as charged in the Criminal 
Information. The Court accepted and recorded the jury's 

verdict. On March 6, 1990, the defendant came before the Court 
for sentencing. 

The State of New Mexico was represented by Vernon . M. 
Henning, Senior Trial Prosecutor, at the trial and sentencing . 
The defendant appeared in person and was represented by Jesse 
Cosby, Assistant Public Defender, at the trial and sentencing. 

THE JUDGMENT AND SENTENCE OF THE COURT IS THEREFORE AS 
FOLLOWS: 

As to Count 1, the defendant is committed to the custody of 
the Department of Corrections for EIGHTEEN (18) YEARS followed 
by TWO (2) years on parole. As to Count 2, the defendant is

committed to the custody of the Department of Corrections for 

EIGHTEEN (13) YEARS followed by TWO (2) years on parole, 

concurrent with Count 1. As to Count 3 , the defendant is 

committed to the custody of the Department of Corrections for 

EIGHTEEN (18) MONTHS followed by ONE (1) year on parole, 

consecutive to Counts 1 and 2. 

The sentence is Count 3 is suspended. The defendant shall 

serve eighteen months probation, consecutive to parole , on Counts 

1 and 2, for a total sentence of EIGHTEEN (18) YEARS followed by 

TWO (2) years mandatory parole and 1 1/2 years probation for a 

total* of 3 1/2 years of supervision on release, 

THEREFORE, You, the Sheriff of Chaves County, New Mexico, 
are hereby commanded to take defendant in custody and transport 
him to the Department of Corrections as set forth hereinabove*

Dear Mr. Delgado* 

It has come to my attention the Rosmell Police Department has received 
complaints of child abuse/molestation involving youth members of Boy 
Scouts of America Troop 2 and yourself.

Because the 
accusation involves Troop mmmbmrs, I feel it is in the best interest of the 
Troop that you should be placed on indefinite suspension from Troop 
activities pending results of the investigation. 

Due to your position as Administrative Assistant, all official records of 
the Troop or Scouts, including troop property, keys, photographs, should 
be surrendered at the earliest possible convenience. 

Should you tuish to appeal this decision, you should contact the office of 
the Conquistador Council, BSA for information concerning appeal procedures.

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PROCEDURE FOR REQUESTING REVIEW 
OF DECISION SUSPENDING REGISTRATION 



If registration is suspended, the applicant may request a review of this 
decision. This request must be in the form of a written request from the 
individual which includes his or her version of the facts supporting the 
claim that registration should not be suspended. 

Upon receipt of the written request for review, the president of the local 
council shall appoint a conmittee to review the situation. 

The appointed committee should review the facts as presented, and, in 
addition, may interview any persons whose testimony might assist the 
committee in discovering the truth and arriving at a correct decision. 

A confidential report will be given to the applicant setting forth the 
decision of the committee. 

The applicant may - if he or she does not agree with the decision - 
request a review from the regional director by submitting a written 
request for such a review within 30 days of the receipt of the local 
council decision. 

If the regional review does not satisfy the applicant, he or she may 
ask for further review by the National Council by submitting a written 
request for such a review within 30 days of the receipt of the regional 
decision. The decision by the National Council is final.
